This  amendraent  to  the  Official  Plan  of  the  North 
York  Planning  Area,  which  has  been  recommended  by  the  North 
York  Planning  Board  and  adopted  by  the  Corporation  of  the 
Township  of  North  York,  is  hereby  modified  under  the  provisions 
of  section  14  of  The  Planning  Act,  1955,  as  follows: 

(1)  In ‘the  fourth  paragraph  on  page  (l),  add  the 
following  words:-  "and  principles  for 
interpreting  the  intent  of  the  Official  Plan", 
so  that  the  paragraph  now  reads,  "This  amendment 
is  tho  basis  of  the  Interim  Policy  incorporating 
the  following  policies  and  principles  for  inter¬ 
preting  the  intent  of  the  Official  Plan". 

(2)  At  the  end  of  page  (2),  add  the  following: 

"Although  the  above  policies  and  principles 
allow  for  flexibility  in  interpreting  the 
intent  of  the  Official  Plan,  this  amendraent 
in  no  way  authorizes  an  alteraticai  or 
amendment  to  the  actual"  documents  which 
comprise  the  Official  Plan,  these  policies 
and  principles  only  lay  down  rules  for 
interpretation.  Periodically,  an  up-to-date 
map  of  the  Official  Plan  will  be  submitted 
under  The  Planning  Act,  1955,  as  a  formal 
amendraent,  which  amendment  will  show  the 
situation  of  the  various  matters  as 
interpreted  above  at  that  date,  so  as  to 
reflect  the  up-to-date  situation". 

As  thus  modified,  this  amendment  is  approved  in 
accordance  with  section  14  of  The  Planning  Act,  1955,  as 
Amendment  No.  96  to  the  Official  Plan  of  the  North  York 
Planning  Area,

OFFICIAL  PLAN  AMENDMENT  NUMBER  96 


As  required  by  the  Planning  Act,  public  meetings 
were  held  with  regard  to  all  items  contained  in  this  Official 
Plan  Amoidment  by  both  Planning  Board  and  Council.  The  result 
of  such  meetings  was  to  recommend  the  policy  change  as  contained 
in  the  following  item: 

INTERIM  POLICY 

The  existing  Official  Plan  of  the  Township  of  North 
York  Planning  Area  consists  primarily  of  a  map  which  deals 
with  land  use  proposals  only,  and  does  not  have  associated  with 
it  a  detailed  statement  of  policy  dealing  with  interpretation 
of  the  plan,  other  than  statements  which  accompany  early  amendments 
an  dwhich  deal  largely  with  the  significance  of  rural,  urban  and 
industrial  areas  and  state  in  general  terms  certain  principles 
which  should  be  followed  in  the  development  of  the  Township, 


It  is  proposed  that  the  Official  Plan  of  the 
North  York  Planning  Area  be  revised  in  accordance  with  Section 
10  (l)  (f)  of  the  Ontario  Planning  Act,  with  a  more  efficient 
and  flexible  concept  of  an  official  plan,  and  in  conformity  with 
the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Planning  Area  Official  Plan.  In  the 
intervening  period  prior  to  the  adoption  of  the  new  Official 
Plan,  an  Interim  Policy  will  be  effected  wdiich  deals  with  the  MODIFICATION 
interpretation  and  intent  of  the  existing  Official  Plan.  bonder  Section  12  (1)  of 

TfiP^  Planning  Act,  1955 

This  amendment  is  the  basis  of  the  Interim  Po1 i cy  - 

incorporating  the  following  policies:  - - -  cjlO  MJNISTj.P.'o 

CnRTIFICy.Tri  ?AGr, 

That  the  existing  Official  Plan  of  the  Township  of 
North  York  Planning  Area  be  recognized  as  a  plan 
dealing  with  general  land  use  proposals  only  -  i*e.,  ^  . 
residential,  industrial,  commercial,  public. 

That  other  designations  on  the  map  be  considered 
as  illustrative  and  not  intended  to  have  specific  ref¬ 
erence,  but  be  revised  as  outlined  below  in  order  that 
this  type  of  information  may  be  in  conformity  with  the 
existing  development .

(c)  That  the  land  use  aspect  of  the  existing  plan  be  con¬ 
sidered  to  be  composed  of  four  basic  land  use  categories, 
i.e. , -residential,  commercial,  industrial  and  public, 
and  that  a  change  in  use  within  each  of  these  categories 
be  authorized  by  means  of  zoning  by-laws. 

(d)  That  boundaries  between  land  use  areas  be  subject  to 
alteration  within  the  intent  of  the  Official  Plan  - 
that  it  is  the  intent  of  the  Municipality  to  permit 
or  to  encourage  the  use  of  land  for  the  purpose  shown 
on  the  plan  -  and  that  the  exact  delineation  of 
boundary  lines  be  a  function  of  the  zoning  by-law. 

In  the  case  of  greenbelt  boundary  lines,  it, is  intended 
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that  as  a  general  rule,  the  greenbelt  boundary  lines 
should  be  defined  so  as  to  include  in  the  greenbelt 
zone  all  lands  below  the  brow  or  crest  of  a  water  course 
ravine,/  With  regard  to  commercial  areas:  (l)  in  the 
case  of  concentrated  commercial  developments  such  as 
shopping  centres,  if  the  Official  Plan  designates  that 
certain  lands  be  used  as  a  shopping  centre,  the  Official 
Plan  map  should  not  be  interpreted  to  define  fixed  boundaries 
nor  the  exact  number  of  acres  within  such  shopping  centre; 

(2)  in  the  case  of  other  types  of  commercial  development 
such  as  "strip”  commercial  development  along  a  major 
arterial  road,  the  Official  Plan  map  should  not  be  in¬ 
terpreted  to  define  the  exact  location  of  the  flankage 
or  depth  boundaries  of  the  commercial  frontage  lands 
but  rather  that  an  extension  of  the  commercial  zone  may 
be  accomplished  by  the  enactmentof  a  zoning  by-law  provided 
that  such  extension  is  within  the  general  intent  of  the 
Official  Plan  and  not  obviously  an  increase  out  of  pro¬ 
portion  to  the  existing  zone. 

(e)  That  the  existing  areas  in  undeveloped  concession  blocks 
shown  as  future  park  sites  be  considered  as  symbols  to 
indicate  that  adequate  park  and  public  lands  will  be 
provided  within  the  concession  block  through  the  sub¬ 
division  plan  process  and/or  through  purchase  of  lands 
by  the  Municipality  and  that  the  boundaries  of  the 

area  now  shown  be  subject  to  alteration  and  replacement 
without  formal  amendment  to  the  Official  Plan. 

(f)  That  school,  church  and  other  similar  communal  sites, 
either  existing  or  proposed  on  the  Official  Plan,  be 
capable  of  adjustment  to  correspond  to  actual  land 
purchase  without  amendment  to  the  Official  Plan, 

(g)  That  the  existing  Official  Plan  map  be  divided  into 

six  (6)  portions  designated  areas  "A"  to  "F",  inclusive, 
as  shown  on  the  attached  drawing;  and  that  in  connection 
with  the  submission  of  an  Official  Plan  Amendment  to 
the  Minister  of  Planning  and  Development,  only  the  one 
of  the  six  sections  of  the  map  which  contains  the  amendment  or 
amond  '.ents  and  the  lands  affected  thereby  will  be 
attached  to  such  ^bmission.
